from duty for one-half day on Tuesday, 
December 24, 1957, the day preceding 
Christmas Day, and for one-half day on 
Tuesday, December 31, 1957, the day 
preceding New' Year’s Day; and each 
such one-half day shall be considered a 
holiday within the meaning of Executive 
Order No. 10358 of June 9, 1952, and of 
all statutes so far as they relate to the 
compensation and leave of employees of 
the United States.

DETERMINATION OF COUNTY NORMAL YIELDS 
FOR 1957 CROP 

Basis and purpose. The purpose of 
this document Is to establish county nor¬ 
mal yields for the 1957 peanut crop, 


which yields have been determined by 
State committees pursuant to and under 
the standards specified in § 729.821 (a) 
of the Allotment and Marketing Quota 
Regulations for Peanuts of the 1957 and 
Subsequent Crops (21 F. R. 9370, 9760: 
22 F. R. 6741, 6987). County normal 
yields are used in some cases under the 
said regulations (§§ 729.821 (b), 729.823, 
729.853) to determine the amount of 
penalty on peanuts marketed from a 
farm and as the 1957 peanut crop is now 
being marketed it is essential that county 
normal yields for the 1957 crop be made 
effective as soon as possible. Accord¬ 
ingly, it is hereby determined and found 
that compliance with the notice, public 
procedure and effective date require¬ 
ments of the Administrative Procedure 
Act (5 U. S. C. 1001-1011) is impractical 
and contrary to the public interest and 
the county normal yields specified be¬ 
low shall become effective upon filing 
of this document with the Director, Di¬ 
vision of the Federal Register.

(c) The arrangement of the anticolli¬ 
sion light, i. e., number of light sources, 
beam width, speed of rotation, etc., 
should be such as to give an effective 
flash frequency of not less than 40 and 
not more than 100 cycles per minute with 
an on-off ratio of not less than 1:75.
